Continuation of 3. NOTE: In claim 1 5, the new recitation "buried within and surrounded by" lends itself to a different interpretation than 
the language of claim 1 which recites "enclosed within and surrounded by". In claim 1, the language would be met by a surface region 
which is formed within the substrate and "surrounded" by the substrate on all sides in a lateral direction, such as is shown in FIG. 6 of 
Hayashi. To the extent that the new language of claim 15 defines a different structure, as explained by applicant's remarks, this proposed 
amendment would require further consideration and/or search . 
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
